“Personal property tax is a i 
four-mill tax on all notes, mort­ 
gages. judgments, certain stocks 
and bonds, articles of agreement 
for sale of land or real estate, 
secured transactions, etc., owned 
by residents of Adams County. 
Securities of Pennsylvania corpo­ 
rations are tax exempt while the 
securities of corporations located 
in Pennsylvania and incorporated 
under the laws of another state 
are taxable. Bethlehem Steel, a 
widely known corporation, comes 
under this category and is sub­ 
ject to the tax. 
"In filing returns it is advisable 
to 
list 
all 
securities 
owned, 
whether considered taxable or not. 
The commissioners will assess 
only those securities made tax­ 
able under the law. If m doubt 
as to where or not certain stocks 
and bonds are taxable, inquire at 
the commissioners’ office, in the 
court house. 
" Every’ person resident of or 
domiciled in Adams County own­ 
ing or holding any taxable per 
sonal property is required each 
year to file a return with the 
county commissioners. Under the 
law, failure to file returns pro­ 
vides a penalty of five per cent 
plus six lier cent interest for each 
year not exceeding five years. 
"Audits and investigations every 
year uncover several thousand 
dollars worth of tax due to errors 
and failure to file returns which 
is assessed and collected by the 
commissioners’ office. 
"Taxpayers who have not re­ 
ceived forms by mail may obtain 
them at the commissioners* office 
or any Adams County bank. If 
any assistance or additional in­ 
formation is required, same may 
be obtained at the commissioners’ 
office.
